ON BRIBERY AT ELECTIONS, 
(From a Correspondent.) 


. At this period, we think a few words on the subject of Bribery at Elec- 
tious will not be ill-timed. This matter appears to be wholly misunder- 
atood, and people act as if bribery were not only not probibited, bat as if 
it were really solemnly sanctioned by the laws of the country. Such 
persons, however, err most care wat and we shall first beg to call 
their attention to the 7th Will. Ill.c 4. commonly called the Treating 
Act, by which it is. enacted, that no Candidate shall, after the date 
(usually called the ¢esti) of the writ, or after the signing of the warrant 
to the Chancellor for issuing the writs, give any money or entertainment 
to his electors, or promise to give any, either to particular persons, or to 
the place in general, in order to his being elected, on pain of his being 
disabled and incapacitated on such election. Moreover, by 2d Geo, Il. 
e. 24. explained and enlarged by subsequent statutes, it is enacted, that if 
any money, gift, office, employment, or reward, be given, or promised to 
be given, to any voter, at @ny time, ia order to influence him to give or 
withhold his vote, as well he that takes as he that offers such bribe, shall 
forfeit 5001. and is for ever disabled from voting and holding any office 
in any corporation, unless, before conviction, he will discover soine other 
offender of the seme kind, and then he is indemnified for his own offence. 

These statutes are good and wholesome, and if put in strict execution, 
would undoubtedly check this abominable practice. But they might 
almost as well never have been made; for they aré very rarely put in 
force, and rémain merely as stambling-blocks for perjury. Bribery, con- 
sequently, has arrived at a most alarming crisis; and though as notorious 
as the sun at noon day, seldom meets with its due reward. In fact, it is 
now made a boast, that to get returned a Member of Parliament requires 
the expenditure of a large fortune. Ina late Number of the John Bull, 
they say, “ At the memorable contest for Yorkshire, which lay between 
Lords Milton and Lascelles, the expense of each candidate was not short 
ef 120,000/.! Every carriage and post horse throughout the country wae 
in requisition; every inn and tavern was open; and the whole election 
was one scene of lavish expense, ruinous to any fortunes but those of the 
two families, which were equal to the enormous pressure. The last 
Northamberland contest is said to have cost each Candidate 3000/7: a day ! 
and the sitting Member parchased the return of a few short méfitlie at 
an outlay of 50,0001.” 

It is thus we have a fall, free, and impartial representation of the people : 
he who has the largest fortune to ** purchase his return,” who can best 
afford to bribe, and openly violate those laws whieh were framed to pre 
veot undue influence at elections, is returned the dnly-elected Repre- 
sentative of his Constituents! Aad a person not heaving a private fortune 
adequate to the necessary expenditure, being one whose assistance is 
required in Parliament by Ministers, he ig pushed in by influence of Go- 
veroment, the public means being notoriously employed in forcing in the 
creatures of Administration, 

Notwithstanding these matters, there is no need of any reform in the 
representation of the people. Na! on the contrary, barely hist at such a 
thing,—sedition is stamped on your forehead,—yoa would overturn Church 
and State, and bury the King and bis Ministers beneath their ruins; in 
which case, supposing-them all to be smothered, we doubt whether they 
would find kin dom come as pleasant as the kingdom which is. 

However, this is not all: the same John Bull, that great leviathan, the 
representative of * God, the King, and the People,” makes it a subject of 
sober and serious complaint, a grievance forsooth, that certain people are

ROYAL ACADEMY EXHIBITION, 

Tuose are good Portrait Painters who copy with fidelity what is before 
them—whose canvass, like a camera-obscura, receives exact resemblances. 
This isthe Dutch manner. Few succeed in it, because few can see and 
copy Nature with identity and spirit. Those however are the best Por- 
trait Painters, who, to considerable fidelity, sufficient to give the likeness 
srongly, raise their subject by some addition of elegance or energy. 
This is the Iralian, or ancient Greek method; and still fewer succeed in 
it, because, with the power of seeing Nature accurately, it also requires 
a very discerning and refined fancy.—Messrs PHitiips, Jackson, 
Beecuey, Sauce, and Pickerseiit, are mainly in this higher walk; 
Sir T. Lawrence is at the top of it. 

Mr Parcs has purity. breadth, and beauty of colour. The action of 
his figures is unassuming and agreeable. He paints from a sober and 
informed rather than from a genius-gified mind. There is unity of 
effect, excellent flesh and other colour, in 66, and in 128, Mr Justice 
B hs; a warm glow in 177, and in 120, Major Denham. 

Mr Jacnsow has strong resemblances to Nature, in 82, Earl Grey, 
which is alxo richly Titianesque; and in 98, Family Groupe; in 207; 
and in 167, The Hon. J. Abercrombie, He has gracetul mevement, and 
charming tender and silvery tints and tone in 79, Mrs W. Heneage.

upon his merits. -I wished to like him, and feared a disappointment; it 
was therefore after a long delay that | heard him, and my unbiased 
impression now is, that justice has not been done him, even by his friends, 

It isan easy but an ungrateful taxk to allude to VELLUTT's deficiencies, 
but his merits are more numerous and far more prominent. In person he 
is tall and slight; there are defects in his form, but these are more than 
counterbalanced, they are annulled, by the beauty of his attitudes, the 
noble ease of his walk, and the graceful action of hisarms.* The defects 
of his voice are so glaring as to be evident to the coarsest ears, and are 
therefore the less to be insisted on by the judicious and delicate. To 
refer continually to VeLLotr's bad sopraoo, and his liability to be out of 
tune, is to imitate a person of my acquaintance, who, in going — 
the superb galleries of sculpture at the Vatican, was chiefly struck by 
the ugly faces and stiff * of the busts of various Roman ladies. 
VELLUTI has notes in his voice rare and perfect; his upper tones are 
sweet, clear, and true; some of his lower ones claim the same praise. 
But his chief merit is in his expression, in his perfect gusto, in his mode 
linking note to note in a manner that chains the ear and touches the 

eart. 

These invaluable qualities are overlooked by his cavillers, yet they are 
unattainable by our English male vocalists.

WeEsrMinstER.—Some Anti-Reformers, in the hope of getting up an 
opposition to Sir F. Burdett and Mr Hobhouse, called a Meeting on 
Thursday, at the Gordon Hotel, as a spirit-vault in Covent garden is 
called. About 100 persons assembled, and, after some delay, the Chrow 
nicle says, “* Mr Charlies Molloy Westmacott, the celebrated Somerset- 
house critic, entered the room, followed by a‘tax-gatherer named Parish, 
Having made his way to the table, Mr Westmacott placed himself'upon 
it, and addressed the Meeting. His object({he said) was to rescue West- 
minster from the thraldom to which it was at the present moment sub- 
jected by aw artful and domineering Junta. There could be no doubt 
that the return of Mr Canning would reflect the highest honour upon the 
Electors; but as he did vot feel himself to be of sufficient weight to 
move it, he should content himself with the part he had taken in calling 
the Meeting together. He then stepped down. A good deal of dissa~ 
tisfaction was expressed at this statement. It appeared there was no 
Committee, nor any Resolutions prepared for consideration.—Mr West- 
macott and his friend took advantage of the opportunity to withdraw ; 
and it was well, perhaps, for his personal safety, that he did so, as an 
amendment was almost immediately moved, that, as the author of the hoax,, 
for so the Meeting was considered, he should be tossed in a blanket, or 
thrown out of the window. He retired, however, without suffering any 
greater indignity than that of being hooted by the universal v ice of the 
room. Several persons were then named for the Chair, but no formal 
election was made. At length Mr Charles Pitt, of the Adelphi, declared 
himself a candidate for the vacant seat. The announcement was received 
with general laughter and applause; and Mr Pitt seized the object of 
his ambition.

Tuxxx is nothing in foreign arrivals of the week which calls for par- 
ticular attention, unless we except the tenor of a private letter which 
states, that a French corvette sailed from Alexandria, in Egypt, in 
April last, for Marseilles, carrying forty-two young Turks, mostly the 
sons of the Shieks of the country or of officers in high employment, 
to France for education. The French Government, it is added, is to 
bear the expense attendant on the instruction of these youths, exclu- 
sive of their maintenance, for which an establishment is to be expressly 
formed. This measure is of course regarded with great jealousy by 
some of our Tory. politicians, who fear that Ministers may be too 
liberally confiding in regard to the ultimate views of France upon 
Egypt. It being so very obvious,.that nobody can accuse Great 
Britain of similar ambition in the East, or anywhere else, these 
apprehensions are amusing enough. However, the Pacha of Egypt 
will no doubt give us children to educate also, if we apply for them, 
which ought to be a great consolation. By the way, the Opposition 
party in France are complaining of the neglect of the army, aud the 
insufficiency of the existing military establishment in France in refer- 
ence to the warlike capabilities of the countries around. It appears 
from the French papers of Wednesday and Thursday, that the sensa- 
tion against the planting the Cross is still very strong at Rouen, and 
that the National Guards seem to feel with the populace. Reports 
prevail in Paris of the alarming illness of the Emperor of Ausrais. 
The death of the Empress Evizasera of Russia, widow of Auexas- 
DER, we mention in another place; she possessed no political influ- 
ence. 
The Elections in the Metropolis have commenced auspiciously for 
the cause of the people.

ARREST OF THE suPPOsEN MerpeRERS aT Winton —fwo suspected 
persons having been seen passing through Kirby-Steven, the egnstable 
and a publican, a very stout man, followed on horseback in pursuit. of 
them.

Will you take a glass of ale?“ Alexander gladly ac- 
cepted the offer, and they went together into the house, where the publican 
immediately seized him and gave him into the custody af two men who 
were there He then went out to wait for Michaels but he. bad acarce) 
gn outside the door when he heard the mea in whose custedy he had left 

lexander, exclaim, “ He's off! he’s off!” The publican immediately 
turned round, when he met Alexander coming out of the door, and instantly, 
felled him to the ground with a blow of his fist; end fortunate it was for 
himself, that he was so prompt. and decisive; for Alexander had, at that 
time, a loaded pistol ia hid pocket. As soon as he was secured a secand 
tiitie, thé publican again went out, to wait for Michael, who camé up im- 
mediately. With him thé publican did not make use of any stratagem, 
bat seized him at once by the collar; Michael, however, made a very 
desperate résistance. They were on the ground together several times ; 
but the publican at length overpowered him. ‘The prisoners were secured 
by tying thém together with a rope; and were thea conveyed ia a chaise 
to Appleby, where they were examined by the Magistrate. ey gave 
their names as James Carson and Matthew Kirk, and pfotested their in- 
no¢enée. On the person of one of them was found a letter ditected to 
Michael Keand, draper and tea-dealer, Fouddry line, Oak street, Man- 
cliester; a bill addressed to Mr Alexander Keand, a loaded pistol, fite 
bullets, and a little gunpdwder; on the other prisoner a penknife, to ap- 
pearance slightly imarhed with blood on the handle, two razors, &c. They 
were then sent to prison and confined separately uutil — * evening, 
when they were put into the same apartment ; and very soon afterwards a 
quarrel arose between them, and they fought; but nobody héard the 
ground of dispute. On the arrival of Blears and others at Appleby, 
the prisoners were taken to the Court House, to unidergo another examina- 
tiot. When they were first brought up, they appeared perfectly dom- 
posed ; but when Blears was called in, they appeared much agitated, 
especially Miéhael, who trembled excessively. Blears was for some time 
violently agitated, and could scarcely speak. When asked if he knew the 
prisotiers, Be said, ** Certainly I do: they are the men who werd at my 
house on the night of the murder ; but that gentleman (pointing to Michael 
has got his whiskers shaved.”

‘He clasped bis hands, and raised his eyes, and when asked by the 
Sheriff if he felt happy, he said, faintly, “1 do, thank you, Sir, and I hope 
to he forgiven in the next world.” Johnson having been pinioned, Ben 
field’ was btought in; he was a very fine, athletic young man, but had 
fallen away very considerably since his trial. He seemed composed and 

fhent, and when spoken to by the Sheriffs, he said, he felt more 
apie Sppiness at that moment, than he had ever done before. The
